He was an Intimate friend, I understand, o f thought was more proper ; he impressed upon

Upon a post mortem exam ination to day, the 
cause of lus death was discovered to be a rup­ 
ture of the Aorta, the great artery of the left 
ventricle of the heart; an accident liable to 
happen from a strong emotion of feeling. 
it is understood the deceased was much 
wounded by the manner o f his colleague’s 
(M r W ise) introducing the death of Mr R an­ 
dolph ; and .under the 
united em otion 
of 
wounded pride and secret sorrow, he rose to 
speak, and sunk under the strong im pulse of 
feeling. 
W hen the Speaker was about to put the 
Resolutions oftered by Mr Archer, his voice 
trembled and faltered ; and he paused in half- 
ultered accents, overcome with em otion, 
it 
was altogether an intensely solem n scen e.— 
There were not a great number of spectators 
to w itness it ; 
but 1 believe no 
member 
scarcely was absent. 
I saw several ladies in 
the gallery ; but all wore an air of gloom . 
The funeral takes place to-morrow at 12, 
from the Hall o f the H ouse.

The Senate met ihi» «aorning, and i>ir 
Rives, after passing a brief tribute to the m e­ 
mory of his fellow citizen, offered the usual 
resolution.s ; and moved that the Senate unite 
with the House of R epresentatives in attend­ 
ing the funeral.

Imprisonment fo r Debt.— The authority ol 
example and arguments derived from expe­ 
rience have been already adduced in support 
of the opinions and principles we have ad­ 
vanced, allowing the inellicacy and absurdi­ 
ty of this system, and the necessity of its mod­ 
ification or abandonment. 
While other states 
of the union with an inqtiis tiveness to dis­ 
cover, and a bold ness to expose the errors of 
their government, have modified the law as 
the exigencies of mercantile affairs required, 
this ancient commonwealth, renowned lor the 
intelligence of her population and the equity 
of her law’s, still indolently and submissively 
adheres to tins vestige of barbarism. 
The 
executive organs of New Hampshire, Louisi­ 
ana and South Carolina, have heretofore at 
the annual convocations of the Representa­ 
tives of the people of those states, recom­ 
mended the abolishment of imprisonment for 
debt. 
T he patriotic state of Kentucky entirely 
abolished tin* disgraceful system from her code. 
Other states have followed in their track. New 
York and some of the N ew England States 
have in some degree neutralized 
tlie power 
of the creditor by a liberal extension ol the 
prison limits. 
T he cause of the unfortunate 
debtor lias not been without powerful advo­ 
cates. 
In our own country the name of Rich­ 


ard M. Johnson, of Kentucky, stands em inent­ 
ly conspicuous. 
O f him it is but a just trib- 


it is in vain to pourtray the absurdities or 
barbarities of our debtor system —to cite ag­ 
gravated cases of individual suffering, or to 
bold up the beautiful theory o f constitutional 
liberty, when in practice that liberty is held 
so clieao. 
The libertv of the humblest citizen 
tinctions is the highest. 
A ny infraction of it 
should be watched with the same jealousy 
and resisted with the same zeal. 
Frequent 
and loud have been the appeals for a modifi­ 
cation of the law ; but no successful attempt 
has yet been made for relief— no remedy lias 
been prescribed— and the grievance still re­ 
mains unredressed. 
It is not by indifference 
and apathy that relief is to be obtained.— 
Nothing valuable 
was ever 
accomplished 
without determined purpose and concert of 
action, 
it lias been well said that no men 
could act with effect, who did not act in con­ 
cert; that no men could act in concert who 
did not act with confidence ; and that no men 
could act with confidence who were not bound 
together by common opinions, common affec­ 
tions, and common interests.
